World 

The LA Riots, 20 years later

I didn’t know my role in the LA Riots 
had been captured on film until a 
decade ago, on the 10th anniversary of 
the event. I was sitting on the couch of 
the Huntington Beach duplex I lived in 
with my then-girlfriend, watching 
MSNBC’s nightly news report, when 
Brian Williams stopped talking and the 
screen shifted a shot of downtown Los 
Angeles on April 29,1992, and the image 
of a young man in a black T-Shirt, olive- 
drab cargo pants and Doc Martin boots 
trying to kick in a glass door. 

I remember the cameraman standing 
to my right, patiently rolling tape while I 
kicked the glass, which wouldn’t break, and 
how, eventually, a friend of mine threw a 
metal garbage can at the door; it bounced 
off, rolling harmlessly onto the sidewalk. 

I was a senior about to graduate from 
Occidental College, a private school 
located on a leafy campus just 15 minutes 
but a few worlds away in Eagle Rock. My 
friend and I were members of a select 
group of thrill-seeking student activists 
that viewed itself as the vanguard of a 
coming revolution. 

We organized fellow students to pro¬ 
test against the Persian Gulf War and 
apartheid in South Africa; we lobbied 
in support of unionizing hotel workers. 
We haunted campus quads and picket 
lines in garish African National Congress 
and Justice for Janitors T-shirts, and at 
nights, we smoked weed in our dorm 
rooms, listening to N.WA or the Grate¬ 
ful Dead while quoting Mike Davis and 
Antonio Gramsci. 

On the first night of the riots, we 
arrived near Parker Center, the headquar¬ 
ters of the Los Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment, just after sunset, parking illegally 
in front of a bank building on Bunker Hill 
a few blocks from the 101 freeway. By the 
time we found our parking spot, the pro¬ 
test we’d seen on television had morphed 
into a melee. The crowd outnumbered 
the baton-wielding, frightened-looking 
cops by four to one. It surged forward 
as though it were an angry wave, pelt¬ 
ing the officers with eggs, bottles and 
debris. Abandoned police cruisers were 
swarmed, overturned and set ablaze. 

We caught up with the mayhem at a 101 
freeway overpass, where a flaming palm 
tree shot sparks in the air, resembling a 
Roman candle. Someone used the tree 
to light an American flag, and everyone 
cheered as it burned. The people gath¬ 
ered around the flames came in all variet¬ 
ies: a black dude with a Malcolm X cap 
who shouted into a megaphone, ACT-UP 
activists with bandanas and black-leather

jackets who seemed in a rush to get some¬ 
where, even a few white jocks wearing 
use football sweat shirts and drinking 
Coors from the can as though the effigy 
before them were a homecoming bonfire. 

Below us on the freeway, the traffic 
was at a standstill. Young Latinos with 
shaved heads and white wife-beater 
undershirts darted from car to car, 
slamming their fists on hoods, ripping 
unlocked doors from their hinges. Driv¬ 
ers sat helplessly, their hands frozen on 
their steering wheels. 

As the tree-torching mob headed west, 
we encountered evidence of other wander¬ 
ing vandals: rows of knocked-over parking 
meters and overturned newspaper racks 
that had been smashed open so people 
could light the contents on Are. After a few 
blocks, we encountered an intersection at 
which a lost-looking elderly white couple, 
presumably trying to avoid the carjackers 
on the freeway, had driven their Cadillac 
down the wrong street at the wrong time. 
Someone hurled a chunk of concrete, shat¬ 
tering the rear windshield; people cheered 
as the car sped away. 

My friend and I did our best to blend in 
with the crowd, feeling safety in numbers. 
But we tended to stick out. A middle-aged 
black woman in a nurse’s uniform who 
was smoking a menthol cigarette handed 
me a newspaper she’d just set ablaze with 
her lighter. She smiled with crooked teeth 
as she handed over the torch. Somewhere 
overhead, a police helicopter hovered. 


shining a spotlight on the ground. A can¬ 
ister bounced onto the pavement, billow¬ 
ing purple smoke. I didn’t stop running 
until I reached an intersection where 
debris had been piled in the middle of the 
street. Several dozen cops lined up with 
riot shields charged toward us. Everybody 
scattered. I was the first one running. 

THE NEXT FEW DAYS, DURING WHICH 

the fires I helped light spread throughout 
the city, causing destruction and purify¬ 
ing nothing, are a blur in my mind. I recall 
driving past roving units of National 
Guardsmen on the way to a half-empty 
campus and overhearing irksome con¬ 
versations between well-heeled white 
students who debated whether to take off 
to Malibu for the weekend, seeing as how 
there was less smoke in the air on the coast. 

The morning after the rampage at 
Parker Center, our class valedictorian, a 
nice girl I knew from art class, accosted 
me as I stood in line for coffee. She 
wanted to know if my friend and I had 
happened to be downtown the previous 
night. She’d seen some news footage of 
the riots and thought she’d recognized us. 

I made the mistake of sharing this infor¬ 
mation with friends on the second night 
of the riots, as we smoked a large joint on 
the roof of the Craftsman house in which 
we lived, an ancient abode straight out 
of Middle Earth that was situated on an 
overgrown hillside lot. We watched the 
helicopters circle above the fires that were 
still burning on the southern horizon. 

My friend suffered his first and only 
nervous breakdown early that morn¬ 
ing, shutting himself into his room for 
most of the next day, unable to speak. 


We never really talked about it, although 
occasionally we joked about how he’d 
suffered a “psychedelic freak-out.” I 
Anally asked him about the episode a few 
weeks ago. He was at a loss to explain 
what had happened, except to call the 
experience a “head-on collision with the 
reality principle” that produced a “radi¬ 
cal disjuncture” in his brain. 

At the time, his mind simply couldn’t 
grasp the vastness of his alienation from 
his social peers, people for whom what was 
happening on the streets was either only a 
nuisance or held absolutely no meaning at 
all. By the time I saw myself kicking that 
door via television 10 years later, I’d aged to 
the point it was actually exciting to realize 
the whole thing really was caught on cam¬ 
era. I managed to record the broadcast and 
eventually wore out the tape showing it 
friends and family members, the youngest 
of whom only knew about the riots thanks 
the Sublime song. I married my girlfriend 
and had a kid, who’s 7 now and knows 
nothing of any of this. 

Looking back to April 29,1992, with 
the benefit of two decades of hindsight, 
one thought remains. The revolution my 
college friend and I had hoped to join by 
going downtown never happened, but we 
were just play-acting, an 3 rways, pretend¬ 
ing that what we were doing and what 
was happening was real. 

It wasn’t. Now we’re half a lifetime 
older, and there’s a new generation try¬ 
ing to sort out what it all means while we 
raise families and worry about our next 
paychecks amid a global, great depression. 
Time seems to be running out, and the 
world is falling apart just fine without us.

Hot Mormon Mommas 

And flawed characters at Tustin Meadows Ward 


T he OCeeker is not a well-endowed 
man. At least not when it comes to 
sporting the sacred underwear into 
which members of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints slip during 
the “Mormon Endowment,” a purifica¬ 
tion and pledge ritual in which believers 
dedicate themselves to the service of 
Heavenly Father. 

But on a recent Sunday afternoon, he 
donned a love-stained pair of black boxer- 
briefs to go to the Tustin Meadows Ward, 

where Mormon mommas and papas gath¬ 
ered with their cherubic white babies for a 
sacrament-and-testimony meeting. 

The OCeeker pulled into the parking lot 
with the alt-country stylings of Ryan Bing¬ 
ham ambling out of his car stereo, taking 
one last drag from a lung dart and checking 
out the fairer sex. 

Per capita, the Latter-Day Saints have 
the hottest church chicks the OCeeker has 
ever seen. Only one problem: a lot of them 
are lactating. Young Mormon men appar¬ 
ently enjoy missionary. 

He strolled into the standard-issue ward 
building, a white-washed edifice sans a 
cross. LDS members say the cross is the 
symbol of Christ’s death, and Jesus is liv¬ 
ing, so they chucked the cross as a promi¬ 
nent symbol of their faith.

After the invocation and some 
announcements about ward business, we 
launched into a comatose version of Isaac 
Watts’ "He Died, the Great Redeemer 
Died." He never thought he would say 
this, but two tunes into an LDS service, the 
OCeeker had a hankerin’ for some hipster- 
led praise. Mix in a guitar. Mormons. 

And—oh, hell—here came communion. 

A cadre of clean-cut brothers in the Aar- 
onic Priesthood handed out the bread, 
which was, appropriately, white. 

Then it was time to drink the blood. 

A man up front prayed partly in King

After the watered-down communion, 
it was time for the “Bearing of Testimo¬ 
nies.” Job might have cursed God if he’d 
had to sit through it. LDS folks know their 
church is true simply because, well, they do. 

The OCeeker has heard church testimo¬ 
nies before. They typically involve Jesus 
saving people from stuff the rest of us don’t 
want to be saved from: women, whiskey 
and victorious acts of violence. The LDS 
did it up different-like. 

Moffett started the testimonies by tell¬ 
ing the story of how he shared his faith 
with two confused Jews from Israel. He 
told them the LDS church today has a 
prophet to whom God speaks. The Jews 
apparently didn’t pull the Moses card. 

The moral of the story for a teary-eyed 
Moffett: It took a rainstorm to share his 
testimony, which caused him to wonder 
how many other opportunities he had 
missed to do so. 

And so it went. 

A young woman mentioned she is the 
only saint in her family, but she knows that 
her faith and church are true, “that it all 
fits.” Oh, and she also said people try to find 
character flaws with the church’s prophets.

Jane 

Doe

OC's most famous 
sexual-assault victim 
breaks her silence for 
the 10th anniversary 
of the HaidI gang rape 
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J ane Doe was sitting in a Southern 
California community-college 
classroom when her criminal-justice pro¬ 
fessor ignited a dehate about the infamous 
2002 Haidl gang rape that won international 
attention. Three young men (then ages 17 and 18) 
got a then-16-year-old girl intoxicated on booze 
and marijuana to the point of unconsciousness, 
stripped her, and then videotaped their sexual 
assault at a Pacific Ocean-view, Corona del Mar 
home. With misogynistic rap as a soundtrack, 
they threw her limp body on a pool table and, in 
a despicable coup de grace, repeatedly shoved a 
Snapple bottle, apple-juice can, lit cigarette and a 
pool stick into her vagina and anus. 

We’d never know about the sensational crime except that Greg 
Haidl, the filmmaker/participant and the son of an ultra-wealthy 
assistant sheriff, clumsily lost his homemade porno after proudly 
showing it to friends. Eventually, the 21-minute film made its way 
to police, who initially believed they’d discovered a bizarre case 
of necrophilia. The arrests of Haidl, Kyle Nachreiner and Keith 
Spann began an intense, eight-year court battle that ended with 
convictions and six-year prison sentences—and created a political 
earthquake from which Orange County is still recovering. 

Though long over, the case remains polarizing, especially in 
classrooms such as the one with Doe in attendance. Those who 
side with the defendants are often the angriest. They opine that the 
victim enticed the men by wearing provocative clothes and flirting. 
Some people go so far as to claim the girl’s mere presence with par¬ 
tying men was a “green light” for a gangbang. Those are infuriating 
stances to Doe, who kept her mouth shut during the debate. Neither 
the professor nor the other students knew that if she spoke, she 
would do so with compelling authority. 

“I was unconscious, and there’s a video to prove it,” she tells me, 
unable to mask her incredulity. 

She is the Jane Doe in the Haidl case. The horrific crime plus the 
savage, multimillion-dollar defense smear and intimidation cam¬ 
paign coupled with public scorn and her own missteps came close 
to ruining her permanently. It has taken a while to recover from all 
the abuse, but there’s good news. 

Two months shy of the 10th anniversary of the crime. Doe is 
ready to break her silence in a public forum. On April 27, she will 
give a seven-minute speech at Orange County’s annual Victims’ 
Rights March and Rally in Santa Ana. She has decided to reveal 
her first name at the event. 

“In 2002, my world collapsed, and I lost everything I knew,” she 
says. “But now I’ve turned a horrible situation into a positive. I’ve 
taken my life back.” » CONTINUED ON PAGE 14

EVERYBODY EXPECTED that Assis¬ 
tant Sheriff Don Haidl—a chain smoker 
with a cocktail near-permanently 
attached to his hand and a scowl on his 
emaciated face—would do everything 
he could to keep his son out of prison 
following the arrests. But few people 
could’ve anticipated the extent to which 
Haidl’s legal defense team—totaling more 
than a dozen defense lawyers, including 
a former state Supreme Court justice, 
a retired FBI agent and, get this, a pub¬ 
licist—would go. Private investigators 
aggressively tailed and photographed 
Doe and her parents for years. A poster 
was circulated in Doe’s neighborhood 
soliciting dirt on her. Her medical 
records were illegally released to report¬ 
ers. She was repeatedly called a “slut,” 
and her female friends were privately 
convinced to alter their stories to match 
the defense’s case. Haidl brought in a 


veteran Los Angeles porno star to testify 
that Doe was faking unconsciousness 
in the video while playing the role of a 
corpse. Not satisfied, he also paid a New 
York doctor to claim with all seriousness 
that Doe didn’t need to give oral consent 
to the gangbang because her rectum had 
done so when it accepted the insertion of 
foreign objects. The defense team even 
got CBS show 48 Hours to broadcast 
a fact-ignoring feature sympathetic to 
their clients. 

Observers also expected that Haidl’s 
two best buddies. Sheriff Mike Carona 
and Assistant Sheriff George Jaramillo 
might try to aid the accused rapists. Haidl 
had risen from San Bernardino County 
used-car salesman who’d made a for¬ 
tune auctioning government vehicles to 
assistant sheriff with full police powers— 
without a minute of formal training. It 
probably helped that Haidl paid monthly 
cash bribes to Carona and Jaramillo, 
loaned them his private jet, bought them 
custom-made suits, as well as secretly 
funded their takeover of the Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD) 
in 1999 with hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in illegal, undisclosed campaign 
contributions. In return, Carona and 
Jaramillo used back channels to sabo¬ 
tage Doe’s case by threatening that 
Haidl would fund an 

election challenger 
to District 
Attorney 


Tony Rackauckas if the case weren’t 
dropped or transferred to juvenile court. 

But nobody could have anticipated 
that a 16-year-old, carefree, party-hungry 
Rancho Cucamonga girl would alter the 
course of Orange County history. Her 
arrival at the high-school-aged beer-and- 
pot party at Haidl’s home near midnight 
on July 5, 2002, set in motion a series of 
events that would make national news, 
reveal wealth’s corrupting influence on 
justice, alter California law about defense 
lawyers paying jurors, prompt rebellion 
inside the OCSD, expose the laziness of 
the mainstream media that blamed Doe, 
launch a federal grand jury, end promis¬ 
ing careers and put several powerful indi¬ 
viduals once blessed by the president of 
the United States in prison. 

“I did that?” Doe asks me, smiling. 

(Well, you had some pivotal help from 
Haidl, Nachreiner and Spann.) 

It’s true the elder Haidl, Jaramillo and 
Carona were not present during the gang 
rape, but their ham-flsted efforts to wreck 
the prosecution not only backfired, but 
also undermined their once-impenetrable 


alliance. The tensions of the case exposed 
deep personality conflicts, and those rifts 
ultimately provided details about non- 
Doe scandals and crimes, information 
that fueled my newspaper columns and 
the investigatory files for suspicious IRS 
and FBI agents. 

The impact of the C arona-Jaramillo- 
Haidl breakup can’t be underestimated. 

In 2002, for example, CNN’s Larry King 
named Carona “America’s Sheriff” fol¬ 
lowing the kidnapping, rape and murder 
of a 5-year-old Stanton girl. There was 
political-insider talk of converting the 
self-styled “Christian conservative” 
sheriff’s overwhelmingly positive pub¬ 
lic image into a Republican campaign 
to unseat U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer 
or serve as Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
lieutenant governor. President George 
W. Bush placed him in a top homeland- 
security advisory post. 

Before the sexual assault, Jaramillo—a 
onetime Garden Grove cop—made no 
secret of wanting to be elected sheriff 
on his way to becoming California’s first 
Latino governor. Haidl, the least person-

able and, obviously, wealthiest of the trio, 
was content to bankroll his buddies’ rise 
in power. He just wanted their influence 
for personal favors—say, if a criminal mat¬ 
ter arose or an investment tip was needed. 

But, thanks to the gangbang rape of 
Doe, all their dreams crashed. Carona 
is now a 66-month resident of a federal 
prison in Colorado following a corruption 
conviction. Jaramillo is out of custody, 
but only after serving both state and fed¬ 
eral prison stints that would have been 
longer if he hadn’t ratted out Carona. 
Haidl, who was caught writing off his 
son’s legal defense as a fraudulent tax 
deduction, made out the best; after agree¬ 
ing to surreptitiously wear a government 
body wire to record Carona discussing 
coverup efforts, he avoided prison and 
today enjoys mansion life in Las Vegas 
and Newport Coast. 

YOUR TYPICAL rape victim endures 
enormous pain, but what Doe experienced 
was unforgivable. In addition to the intim¬ 
idation campaign and the embarrassing 
national exposure, she had to sit for hours 
in the witness chair while Haidl’s defense 
lawyers called her names and played 
(and replayed) on courtroom monitors a 
video of her vaginal and anal exam after 
the crime. Private investigators parked in 
front of her house and tailed her parents 
to work. According to law-enforcement 
sources, Haidl’s emissaries offered secret 
deals to buy her silence. 

“There was intimidation,” she says. “I 
think they were hoping I wouldn’t testify 
or that maybe I would settle out of court 
before it went to trial. No. That’s not what 
I was going to do. I felt like they deserved 
to pay for what they did, and I felt that 
prison was the only true way to pay.” 

Doe even felt afraid for her life. One 
night between the first hung-jury trial in 
2004 and the second successful one in 
2006, a female neighbor who looks like 
Doe was ambushed and severely beaten 
in the face and head with a rock. The 
assault abruptly ended, and the mysteri¬ 
ous man fled after the victim yelled, “I’m 
not [Doe’s first name]!” 

“My neighbor is sure that I was the 



intended victim that night,” Doe tells me 
while seated on a sofa inside the residence 
of DA chief of staff Susan Kang Schroeder, 
which, ironically, is just 900 feet from the 
2002 crime scene at I Jade Cove, Haidl’s 
former home. “She thinks that if I had 
been the one attacked, the guy wouldn’t 
have stopped until I was dead.” 

Though she escaped the madman. 

Doe admits she contributed to her post¬ 
rape collapse. 

“I never knew what meth was before 
the assault,” she says. “After the assault, 

I wanted to escape. I didn’t know who I 
was anymore. My innocence was gone. It 
was completely taken away from me. In 
one night, I had lost everything I knew. 

I was shunned and scorned. People 
treated me like I was the perpetrator. I 
wanted to numb myself. I didn’t want to 
feel the pain anymore. Unfortunately, I 
found meth.” 

For three years, while the case lan¬ 
guished in court proceedings. Doe let 
the meth take control. “I got really bad,” 
she says. “It was killing me. It took me to 
places that I would have never gone.” 

The lowest point was June 28, 2004, 
the day her parents informed her the first 
jury had deadlocked in Superior Court 
Judge Francisco Briseno’s Santa Ana 
courtroom. (See my column titled “Justice 
Takes a Pool Cue,” July 8, 2004.) 

“At that point, I felt like it was over, 
and [the defendants] had won, and they 
were going to get away with it even 
though there was a videotape of what 
they did,” she says. “I thought there was 
no hope. I just couldn’t grasp the idea 
that they could have gotten a hung jury. 
But that’s okay because we had a second

trial, and they lost. I got justice, which is 
all that matters.” 

THE LAW in California is unequivocal: 

A person can’t have sexual relations with 
another person who is incapable of giving 
consent. That means, for example, that a 
man is guilty of sexual assault if he takes 
a woman home from a bar where they’d 
been drinking heavily, they smooch, he 
watches her pass out, and then initiates 
sex acts. 

Unfortunately, the Haidl case didn’t 
educate everyone. Several sexual preda¬ 
tors have been caught doping women’s 
cocktails with knockout narcotics, then 
filming themselves raping and sodom¬ 
izing their victims. This was precisely the 
case of 30-year-old Huntington Beach 
resident James Ernest Bledsoe, who 
won a 129-year prison sentence earlier 
this year for assaulting a series of young 
women he met at area bars. 

A couple of the crimes have eerie simi¬ 
larities to the Haidl case. Shortly after the 
remorseless Haidl, Nachreiner and Spann 
left prison, three other Southern Califor¬ 
nia men—Michael Clemmons, 19; Luster 
Lewis, 20; and John Foster, 22—took a 
heavily intoxicated 18-year-old woman 
to a Tustin hotel room in 2009 and vid¬ 
eotaped their sexual assault. Afterward, 
these thugs didn’t shove foreign objects 
into their Jane Doe; instead, they uri¬ 
nated on her. 

“You would think these people would 
take a clue,” says Schroeder. ‘We’re not 
going to tolerate that conduct. You can’t 
have sex with someone who can’t say, 

‘No.’ Is that so hard to understand?” 

DOE IS TALL, slender and friendly. 

Her laugh comes easily, and her mental 
alertness shows no signs of the old drug 
addiction. Nowadays, she lives alone with 
Daisy, the dog she rescued three years 
ago from an animal shelter preparing to 
euthanize her. 

When she has free time, she exer¬ 
cises; reads biographies, self-help or 
religious books; and cherishes time 
with her family. She earns a fulltime 


paycheck as an assistant at a doctor’s 
office and attends school at night. Next 
year, she hopes to transfer to a four-year 
college such as Cal State Fullerton and 
eventually make counseling a career. 
She’s not presently dating and admits 
she still hasn’t overcome “trust issues” 
with men. Someday, she hopes to write 
a book about her experiences. 

“There’s always ups and downs,” she 
says. “There’s not a single day that goes 
by that I don’t think about it.” 

For example, she experiences flash¬ 
backs about the assault when she sees a 
pool table or a video camera. But the pain 
started to subside in August 2005, when 
she entered drug rehab and soon began 
regular, weekly church attendance. She 
says she has been sober ever since. “I don’t 
dwell on the things that used to make me 
cry—like seeing a pool table,” Doe says. “I 
finally came to the point where I realized 
I was destroying myself and [my attack¬ 
ers] were winning every day I made bad 
choices that didn’t let me grow.” 

Besides God and her parents, she 
credits her emergence to Schroeder and 
Shirley Mangio, a veteran courthouse 
victim advocate at Community Service 
Program Inc. “Shirley has really moti¬ 
vated me,” says Doe. “The way she was 
there for me as a mentor, second mother 
and a best friend made me want to do 
that for other women.” 

In March, Doe became a certified vic¬ 
tim’s advocate and crisis-intervention 
counselor. She volunteers at least 18 
hours per month at Project Sister Family 
Services in Los Angeles County. Counsel¬ 
ing other victims is therapeutic. 

“After a sexual assault, women think 
it’s their fault,” she explains. “They think 
they did something wrong. But I tell my 
victims they had nothing to do with it. 

Yes, they may have made a poor decision 
to go somewhere, but the assault was not 
their fault. There could be a naked prosti¬ 
tute standing on the corner, and that does 
not give men the right to rape her.” 

She already knows the central mes¬ 
sage of her speech at the upcoming vic¬ 
tims’ march. 

“I want to send hope and to inspire 
other sexual assault victims,” she says. “I 
want women to know that they can go to 
the depths of hell and still make it out.”

The Hobbit is newly remodeled but still the same after all these years

T he Hobbit is from a dying breed, a 
group of the proud and expensive 
that once included La Vie en Rose, 
the Arches, and the Riviera at the Fire¬ 
side-places that had their heyday when 
eating out was still called dining, men 
were required to wear dinner jackets, 
and the cost per person was about the 
same as a ticket to Disneyland. But even 
among those, the Hobbit is distinguished. 
Instead of succumbing to changing atti¬ 
tudes about what it meant to be a restau¬ 
rant in the new century, it forged on. It 
even recently remodeled. The Hobbit’s 
longevity may have something to do with 
its business model. It has always offered 
a prix fixe, even before pop-ups made 
them cool again. And it does so to full 
houses, one seating per night, five nights 
per week since 1972. 

It makes eating at the Hobbit less like 
sitting down at a restaurant and more 
like being invited to a dinner party at an 
old country house. The seven courses 
will take up your entire evening. Don’t 
plan anything else or bring anyone you 
wouldn’t want to be with for four hours. 
It’s something you plan on at least a 
month in advance. Not only that, but the 
OpenTable reservation system requires 
a credit-card deposit. So before you even 
park your car there, you’ve already made 
a significant investment. 

Your evening begins around 6. As you 
approach with your date on your arm, co¬ 
owner Debra Philippi pulls the door open. 
She takes your name and has you ascend 
a tight flight of stairs to order a cocktail 
inside one of a pair of rooms, where you 
assume the previous occupant’s children 
slept. Promptly at 7, an announcement 
is made to descend to the wine cellar, an 
honest-to-goodness subterranean space 
with wall-to-wall bottles. The purpose 


here is twofold: to have a pre-dinner con¬ 
sultation session with the sommelier and 
to graze the plates of hors d’oeuvres. You 
try to not fill up on the goose-liver pate 
smeared on tiny toasts, the caviar-topped 
half-moons of cucumber, the molded steak 
tartare and shots of soup in espresso cups, 
but there are more than a dozen differ¬ 
ent bites, and servers keep pouring more 
champagne into your flute. 

Just as you’re on the verge of stuffing 
yourself, you’re invited back upstairs to 
take a seat at an assigned table. It’s in 
one of two dining rooms, both of which 
remind you of the scene inside the 
Haunted Mansion in which the ghosts 
twirl and dance at their own merry 
dinner party. You notice the butter has 
been sculpted into a rose. You pluck one 
of the petals, spreading it on a crusty 
dinner roll—a piece of bread so delec¬ 
table you press a wetted thumb against 
the fallen crumbs. 

The first entree from chef/owner 
Michael Philippi is a fish course—rock 
shrimp and leek encased inside a tart 
made of phyllo. As you take your fork 
to it, the parcel rustles and crinkles as 
though it were burnt parchment, mim¬ 
icking the shrimp’s natural shell. Then 
comes some duck breast shaved thinly 
into silken pink slices. The meat drapes a 
tangle of soba, but it seems to pair better 
with just the chili-and-ponzu-fiavored 
broth than the noodles. A salad with 
Lolla Rossa red lettuce arrives shortly 
after. The dew drops of sharp Roquefort 
dressing rest on the leaves similar to 
marbles on a game of Chinese checkers. 
But it’s the oven-dried fleck of crispy 
prosciutto you save for last. 

At this point, the clock strikes a quarter 
to 10. So your legs don’t atrophy, there’s 
an intermission. It allows the wait staff to 


reset the tables and for you to take a walk 
through the place. Though you are invited 
to tour the kitchen, no guest seems to want 
to venture there, nor does the kitchen staff 
seem to want you around. They’ve still got 
the main course to prepare. 

A sorbet is offered, and then the 
main course arrives at a quarter past 10. 
Tonight, it’s a filet mignon paired with 
various preparations of vegetables and 
a cheesy potato gratin. You notice the 
medium rare is redder than expected. 

And the three puddled sauces that 
accompany the steak—a Bearnaise, a Bor- 
delaise and a tomato concasse—infringe 
into one another’s territory and flavor. 

An alternate course of Scottish salmon 
can be had for a $7.25 upcharge. Though 
it’s served atop Beluga lentils and a tangy 
beurre blanc, the fish is absent the crisp 
pan sear you almost require when you 
order it in a restaurant. But if the main 
courses on this night seem more hotel¬ 
wedding banquet than a-la-minute bistro, 
it’s still a spared-no-expense wedding. 

As you dip for a spoonful of dessert, a 
rich boca negra as dense as butter, you 
realize you’ve reached critical mass. You 
also notice no one else at your table has 
finished more than half. It would seem 
this final course is merely a formality—a 
signal that the huge check is coming and 
that it’s nearly midnight. You pay the 
bill gladly, a little sleepy from the wine 
but intoxicated from the evening, the 
same as all guests who’ve dined at the 
Hobbit since Watergate broke.

N ext to spotting orange groves and 
tracking the return of the swallows 
to Capistrano, one of the best geographic 
parlor games in Orange County is spotting 
old Taco Bells, ones from the era in which 
the company put up faux-adobe buildings. 
Those structures are almost all repurposed 
now, from Korean barbecue joints to actual 
taquenas, teriyaki joints to quick-stop piz¬ 
zerias, but perhaps the best of the bunch 
is Game Day Fire-Grilled Hot Dogs, in the 
eastern part of Orange near El Modena High 
School. The owners turned what was once 
a dank, depressing place slopping enchiritos 
into a mini-sports shrine, complete with pic¬ 
tures of the greats (Ali, Jordan, Ruth), pen¬ 
nants, license plates—all that's missing is 
a kegger, and you'd have the type of sports 
pub found in Ann Arbor or Chapel Hill. 

There's no liquor license, alas, but more 
than making up for this are hot dogs taken 
from the many American regional traditions 
of the foodstuff—and great takes, too, not 
Chicago dogs deemed as such because 
there's a pathetic sprinkling of celery 
salt. Here, those dogs have the requisite 
green relish, the sport peppers, the overall 
complexity of a great Chicago dog's tang 
and spice. The New York dog is spartan, 
featuring sauerkraut and spicy mustard, a 
tart smack to the senses. There's a Coney 
dog with chili heavy on the cumin; a spin on 
the Sonoran dog that throws in avocado for 
creaminess; even a Carolina dog, a won¬ 
derful mess of chili and vinegary cole slaw 
that'll make its bun disintegrate the moment 
you try to pick it up. Ask for the bun toasted, 
and behold one of the better hot dogs 
offered in Drange County right now. 

Even though Game Day is a tiny opera¬ 
tion, run by a group of brothers whose only 
previous wiener experience was grilling 
them in the back yard, one quickly sees 
their ambition. A separate menu features 
their hot-dog creations, everything from 
a chorizo and egg version (with a Pol¬ 
ish sausage and chorizo) to one housing 
pastrami and sausage topped by a fried 
egg, to a gargantuan Emperor topped with 
noodles and furikake, something borne 
from the same part of the brain that cre¬ 
ated the Dki dog (and on that note, they 
have a take-off on that pioneer of Southern 
California fusion, wrapping a foot-long 
frank in a tortilla alongside French fries and 
beans; it makes the California burrito seem 
as filling as oregano). Game Day also sells 
burgers—all excellent, especially the "Box 
Seat" variety, in which their imaginations 
(Bimimbap burger? Spectacular) run amok 
like many a field of dreams.

Stockholm, Sweden. While traveling, 

I was faced with the decision to either 
return to the ice or stay in SoCal. What 
would you do? 

Hardest lesson you've learned: 

Don’t believe what people say. Believe 

what they do. Kind of sad, but_ 

What would you be doing if you weren't in 
this business? 

I’d be very bored and wishing I were in 
the restaurant business. My dad was in 
it for his entire life. I grew up in it. Food 
was what you talked about for breakfast, 
what you were going to have for lunch. For 
lunch, [we talked about] what you were 
going to have for dinner. And for dinner, 
discussion was what you were going to 
have for breakfast the next day. 

It was an environment that fit my 
personality—when you can’t sit still too 
much, like fast activity and like to have 
fun with people.

I washed away my fatigue with one of 
Salgado's spectacular aguas frescas—straw¬ 
berry badassery or something?—and was 
about to issue him a challenge: make a crispy 
taco a la the original ones that invaded America 
in the 1920s. Just as I was about to mention it, 
though, I saw the words "crispy" on the menu. 
"Wait—you make crispy tacos?" I asked. 
"Since Day One," Salgado replied. 

Color me pendejo as usual. 

It doesn't matter your choice of ingredients: 
for no charge, Salgado will cook the tortilla a 
bit longer so it hardens the slightest bit, enough 
so that you get a luscious crunch yet leaving

the tortilla pliable. Salgado doesn't advertise it 
much because it's a bit more labor-intensive, 
but the cabron is such a mensch that he'll nev¬ 
ertheless do it upon request.

‘That’s What 
She Said’ 

atCUCINAenoteca 

T here are drinks you order because it's 
your usual. There are drinks you order 
to get drunk in as few sips as possible. 

But then there are the drinks you order 
because the name made you—and every¬ 
one else at the table—laugh. The "That's 
What She Said" is that kind of drink. 

It stuck out as though it were the prover¬ 
bial sore thumb on an otherwise-respectable 
list of cocktails. You wouldn't have pegged 
the people behind CUCINAenoteca,the 
progressive Italian restaurant that offers it, 
for Carrell fans. You half-expect something 
with such a name at the T.G.I. McFunsters, 
not here, where the kitchen makes its own 
handcrafted infused liquors, including a chai 
tea rum, a cucumber and mint gin, even a 
jalapeho tequila. But ordering those won't 
break the ice as much as the "That's What 
She Said" will. Never mind that it missed 
the heyday of The Office by a few years; the 
drink still pays off humor dividends. Quips 
about the drink being "stiff" or "hard" will 
be inevitable and not unwelcome because, 
c'mon, it's why you ordered it. 



THE DRINK 

The drink itself is no joke. Even Lulu De 
Rouen, the restaurant's chef, counts it 
as her favorite. And yes, it is a stiff drink, 
concocted from Dewar's Scotch, Carpano 
Antica Formula and Cynar, which is an 
artichoke-based bitter usually sipped as 
a digestif. Here, it's in the background, a 
cleansing presence on the palate while the 
vermouth sweetness laces the mouth and 
the Scotch burns the inner cheek.

Stand-Up Guy 

Brent Deal’s first two paddle-surfing movies go splash at Newport Beach Film Festival

S an Clemente’s Brent Deal has made 
his living the past 15 years directing 
children’s toy commercials, but he 
started out behind the camera on Holly¬ 
wood film crews in the early 1990s and has 
always had an urge to make his own movie. 

He finally made one—and then another 
within an eight-month span. H2indO 
and Decade of Dominance, Deal’s feature- 
length documentaries surrounding the 
sport of stand-up paddle surfing (SUP), 
make their world premieres at the New¬ 
port Beach Film Festival, which opens 
Thursday, April 26. 

Sipping a morning coffee outside the 
Gypsy Den in Costa Mesa, Deal concedes 
he figured moviemaking had “passed me 
by” when, knocking around San Clemente, 
he chatted up legendary local waterman 
Chuck Patterson, who a couple of years 
ago famously posted videos online of him¬ 
self paddling near a pair of great white 
sharks off San Onofre State Beach. That’s 
when it struck Deal: No movie has been 
made about SUP, or at least none he’d seen. 

Promoters will tell you SUP has been 
the fastest-growing sport in America over 
the past decade, having moved ahead 
of snowboarding in popularity. Locals 
started noticing paddle surfers popping 
up with more frequency in the late 1990s, 
but the mode of transportation actually 
dates back to the early Polynesians. 

With no personal experience with the 
sport. Deal began making H2zndO as an 
overview about the rise of SUP, with vari¬ 


ous riders riding and talking heads talking. 
He figured he pretty much had the film in 
the can when he got a call from Patterson, 
who said Deal had to go with him on a 
two-week trip to Indonesia with six other 
world-class paddlers. When the filmmaker 
explained he could not leave his wife and 
two children under 10 for that long, Patter¬ 
son shot back, “You’re going on this trip,” 
characterizing it as a once-in-a-lifetime 
gathering of SUP royalty. 

Deal broke the news to his wife, Deina, 
and braced for an iron skillet to his noggin, 
but he was surprised when she said he had 
to go. “It was a great compliment,” Deal says. 

But he worried he’d be exposed as a 
fraud when he showed up at the boat in 
Indonesia with his bags of gear. H2indO 
even begins with Deal muttering some¬ 
thing about not having a clue about SUP. 
Questioning whether he even belonged 
on the boat proved to be a bigger obstacle 
to him than lighting, equipment failure or 
managing clashing egos. 

Coming in a close second as a hurdle 
was his own attempt to give SUP a try, 
something he did in board-breaking 
fashion. “No one wanted to loan me their 
board after that,” Deal says with a laugh. 

Once he got to really know the athletes 
floating alongside him, he realized he 
might have an even better film than he 
first envisioned. “I wanted it to be com¬ 
pared to Riding Giants or The Endless 
Summer, the greatest surf movies of all 
time,” Deal says.

what sets those films apart from so- 
called “surf porn”—endless scenes of guys 
and gals doing amazing things on sticks 
while amped-up music blares—are the 
real human stories, something Deal hopes 
he captured. “I want the lady in Iowa who 
has never seen the water to enjoy a stand- 
up paddling movie,” he says. “If that’s the 
takeaway, I have done my job.” 

While making H2zn(iO, it became 
apparent to Deal that one subject’s 
human story required an entire movie: 
that of Australian waterman Jamie 
Mitchell, the unmatched eight-time win¬ 
ner of the Molokai to Oahu Paddleboard 
Race. Decade of Dominance charts Mitch¬ 
ell’s pursuit of a 10th consecutive world 
title. But Deal’s real goal was to try to fig¬ 
ure out what makes Mitchell tick. 

Deal recalls that after still photos of 
Mitchell were shot for the movie, the 
Aussie looked them over and immedi¬ 
ately picked one. Examining it. Deal 
reassured Mitchell his nose hairs could 
easily be Photoshopped out of that pic¬ 
ture. “No, mate,” Mitchell responded. 
“This is who I am.” 


“That’s the thing that impressed me 
about him,” Deal says. “He is very laidback, 
the nicest guy in the world. But he has this 
switch, and when he turns on that switch, 
get out of the way. Of course, no one is ever 
in his way because he’s always out in front.” 

With both films completed. Deal’s 
executive producer Elyse Lewin, who had 
hired him years ago to work as director of 
photography on a commercial, contacted 
Leslie Eeibleman, the Newport Beach 
Film Festival’s action-sports programmer. 

“I am fortunate to have a bulldog of 
an executive producer who got ahold of 
Leslie and said, ‘We have a stand-up pad¬ 
dling movie, and you are going to want to 
watch it,”’ Deal says. 

Feibleman was so impressed with 
H2indO, she asked if Deal had any other 
other films. Hello, Decade of Dominance. 

The filmmaker is heading into his 
first film festival “like a wide-eyed kid,” 
his biggest fear being his movies will be 
met by “crickets” in the theaters. That 
seems unlikely. 

“The end quote of H2indO is me telling 
my wife she could have said no. She says, 
‘You were born to do this.’”

THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT The Five-Year 
Engagement is as comfy and cute as the bunny 
costume Tom (Jason Segel, who co-scripted with 
director Nicholas Stoller) wears at the New Year's 
Eve party where he first meets Violet (Emily Blunt). 
The movie opens in San Francisco, on their one- 
year anniversary, the night Tom proposes. They 
postpone the wedding so that they can get settled 
at the University of Michigan, where Violet has just 
been accepted to do postdoc research—an adjust¬ 
ment period that involves lame gags with snow and 
the lack of classy restos worthy of sous-chef Tom's 
skills. While he makes Reubens at Zingerman's 
deli, Violet thrives under the academic mentorship 
of Welsh charmer Winton (Rhys Ifans). When her 
postdoc is extended, Tom's deepening misery at 
being stuck in the Wolverine State culminates in 
extracurricular drunken kisses, an amputated big 
toe, and the couple's decision to call it quits—with 
about 45 minutes to fill before the preordained con¬ 
clusion. Occasionally, the dialogue in The Five-Year 
Engagement might sound like something an adult 
audience member has once thought or uttered. 

"I wanna be alone with you here," Tom pouts to 
Violet after they've had a fight, and she gets out of 
bed to respect his request for momentary solitude. 
This fleeting acknowledgment of the come-here- 
go-away dynamic of most romantic relationships, 
serves as the film's most insightful look at attach¬ 
ment at any cost. The rest is much like the dough¬ 
nuts that Violet uses as a key prop in a research 
experiment: stale and not good for you. (R) Melissa 
Anderson.

THE PIRATES! BAND OF MISFITS The year is 1837. 
A newly crowned Queen Victoria, voiced by Imelda 
Staunton and animated in clay as a shrewish little 
turnip of a woman, decrees war on buccaneer¬ 
ing. Well down her Most Wanted list is the Pirate 
Captain (Hugh Grant), an only middling terror of the 
trade routes who's a perennial also-ran for Pirate 
of the Year. On the way to the Queen and Captain's 
crossing swords. The Pirates! hits the usual kid's pic 
stops—pop montage, theme-park-ride action, heart¬ 
warming affirmation of true friendship—but a script 
that consistently finds fresh outlets for its running 
gags makes for a sufficiently rollicking pleasure 
cruise from Britain's Aardman Animations, with their 
first stop-motion feature since 2005's Wallace & 
Gromit: The Curse of the Were-Rabbit Screenwriter 
Gideon Defoe adapts from his own series of comedy 
books for young people, and the humor ranges 
from obliviously brutal slapstick—anchor is never 
dropped without a casualty—to 19th-century name 
dropping, with a cast that includes Charles Darwin 
(an anxious virgin whose Beagle voyage is strictly to 
score chicks), Jane Austen, and the Elephant Man. 
The take-home lesson is a kind of outcast moral¬ 
ity—better to be an honest pirate than a dishonest 
queen.

SAFE The pulpy scenarios change, but squinty action- 
hero Jason Statham remains chiseled, coiled, 
and ready to hurl himself into scores of grimacing 
baddies like a goddamn human cannonball. In 
writer/director Boaz Yakin's Safe, a preposterously 
enjoyable—or enjoyably preposterous—action- 
thriller, Statham headlines as disgraced NYPD 
super-cop-turned-small-time-cage-fighter Luke, 
whose refusal to take a dive gets his wife murdered 
by the Russian mafia. Banished to a remorseful life 
of homeless shelters and paranoia, our chrome- 
domed badass crawls up from rock bottom for some 
vengeance (read: justification to open arteries all 
over Manhattan) when he stumbles upon the film's 
MacGuffin: a 10-year-old Chinese prodigy (Catherine 
Chan) who has memorized a valuable numerical 
code. Protecting the young girl against a multifront 
underworld war of Russians, their Chinese Triad 
rivals, and the crooked-cop crew who tarnished his 
name for not taking payouts, Luke's self-imposed, 
redemptive mission fits snugly in his portrayer's cin¬ 
ematic wheelhouse—cracking skulls and then wise. 
The movie is neither as franchise-friendly as The 
Transporter nor as boorishly experimental as Crank: 
High Voltage, but Yakin's sleek, visually witty direc¬ 
tion (a static, inside-the-car shot of a thug getting 
run over twice nabs two laughs) elevates his unde¬ 
niably dopey script.

FOOTNOTE In the first scene of Israel's Best Foreign 
Language Oscar nominee. Footnote, Uriel Shkolnik 


(Lior Ashkenazi)—a fortysomething Talmudic scholar 
whose research has earned adulation while his sixty¬ 
something father's has mostly been ignored—accepts 
an honor with an obliviously glib speech built around 
a childhood anecdote about his dad's attitude toward 
his own profession. The camera stays on the father, 
Eliezer (Shlomo Bar Aba), for the entirety of the 
speech, his facial expression subtly transitioning from 
discomfort to disdain. Slowly, writer/director Joseph 
Cedar sketches in the details of father and son's non¬ 
bond. Eliezer's old-school approach to academia is 
a day-in, day-out study of primary documents, while 
in his eyes, his celebrity academic son frivolously 
exploits history as fodder for cocktail parties. To 
another father, Uriel's success might be a source of 
pride; to Eliezer, it's an affront to his life's work, an 
embarrassment. The stage thus set, a clerical mistake 


begets an academic scandal that, if allowed to come 
to light, would have major repercussions for both of 
the Shkolniks, their personal relationship, and the 
validity of their shared profession. Something between 
a comedy of everyday absurdity and a family tragedy 
pushed into the realm of the hyper-real. Footnote uses 
its characters' differing relationships to authenticity 
as the basis for an enigmatic riff on representation. 
Perhaps too enigmatic: Cedar's rigorous formal 
achievement is above approach but emotionally 
distant. Like its elder main character. Footnote is 
something to respect and admire, but remains cold 
and unknowable.

THE KID WITH A BIKE In the new film from Jean- 
Pierre and Luc Dardenne, Cyril (Thomas Doret), a 


scrappy 11-year-old living in an urban orphanage, 
flees school in an attempt to track down both his 
deadbeat dad (Jeremie Renier) and the bike he left at 
his dad's house. On the lam, Cyril carelessly crashes 
into Samantha (Cecile de France), a hairdresser with 
a shop in Dad's former neighborhood, and impulsively 
asks her to be his foster mom. In what plays within 
the Dardennes' understated naturalism as a shocking 
twist, she agrees. This tentative new family is threat¬ 
ened when Cyril, desperate for male mentorship, falls 
prey to the manipulations of Wes (Egon Di Mateo), a 
slick teenage thug. The second half of the film con¬ 
sists of a fight for Cyril's soul, with the straight-and- 
narrow Samantha on one side and the marginal milieu 
of Wes' gang, who lures Cyril into the forest on the 
outskirts of town, on the other. In placing an unformed 
boy in limbo between an angelic godmother and 
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NewportBeachFilmFest.com 
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wolves in the woods, The Kid With a Bike 
becomes a fairy tale. It seems to unfold 
in a different world than that of previous 
Dardenne films, one with a wider range of 
spiritual and practical possibilities. Its set 
in the summer, the T-shirted boy moving 
against a palette of primary colors and 
hazy, warm light—^the vibe is hopeful. It's 
still a version of the filmmakers' constant 
inquiry into moral consciousness but on a 
new path and with a new destination—a 
tentative happy ending.

MARLEY Thoroughly researched and 
packed with phenomenal archival foot¬ 
age, Kevin Macdonald's documentary 
on the reggae and Rasta emissary, who 
died of cancer in 1981 at 36, avoids (until 
the closing credits) oversimplified one- 
love-praise-Jah sloganeering. Marley 
is a rousing tribute to a mesmerizing 
performer that forgoes blind hero wor¬ 
ship. Macdonald interviews 60 people 
on three different continents, many of 
whom remain entranced by the singer's 
talent and charisma. But a few harbor 
resentment: Long-reclusive Bunny 
Wailer, Marley's bandmate in the Wailers 
from 1963-74, still bristles when recall¬ 
ing Bob's willingness to go along with 
Island Records founder Chris Blackwell's 
"exploitative" practices. Others refuse 
to take the bait. When Rita Marley is 
asked how she felt about her husband's 
infidelities—Bob had 11 children from 
seven different relationships—she smiles 
and notes that she had loftier matters 
to consider. "It was like an evangelical 
campaign," she says of touring with 
her spouse as a member his all-female 
backup group. The film's most fascinating 
talking head, Rita also has perplexing 
thoughts on Bob's biracial makeup. Of the 
melanoma found on her husband's toe in 
1977, she avows "it was the whiteness in 
him" that caused it. Whiteness, in a way, 
did bedevil Marley, who was always puz¬ 
zled by the lack of black audience mem¬ 
bers at his sold-out concerts, especially in 
the U.S. Yet footage of Marley performing 
reveals the fervor of the "evangelical 
campaign" Rita remembers. Onstage, 
Marley is transcendent, enraptured. The 
mood is mystical, never mellow.

MONSIEUR LAZHAR A blanket of white 
covers Montreal inside and out in 
Monsieur Lazhar, the understated, affect¬ 
ing Canadian drama recently nominated 
for a Best Foreign Film Oscar. The school- 
yard where Alice (Sophie Nelisse) and 
Simon (Emilien Neron) exchange their 
usual morning jabs is capped with snow, 
and their classroom is filled with bright 
winter light. Within the first minutes of the 
film, the brisk, clean-aired comfort of that 
light is cut by an incongruous moment of 
darkness, and the rest of writer/director 
Philippe Falardeau's fourth feature charts 
the resulting wave of grief as it breaks 
across a school community. Alice and 
Simon's class gets a new coat of paint 
and a new teacher—the monsieur of 
the title (Mohamed Fellag), a mysteri¬ 
ous Algerian emigrant—as the school 
attempts to cope (with an incident I'd 
rather not give away). Falardeau meshes 
Lazhar's secrets and the hidden turbu¬ 
lence of the situation he has stepped 
into with a sensitivity that lifts the story 
out of refugee cliche. Nelisse, with her 
tough, Courtney Love puss, and Neron's 
portrayal of a boy's well-defended tor¬ 
ment are extraordinary, as is the film's 
realization of the small, temporary world 


that surrounds them. Flitting upon that 
kind of specificity—of a moment and 
its emotion—makes for strong memo¬ 
ries and a really great movie.

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Just a Little Bit of History Repeating 


Unrelenting Relaxation is far more than an archival record of rape

A manda DeMaio debuted Unrelent¬ 
ing Relaxation three years after our 
nation declared 1992 “The Year of 
the Woman/’ which was a response to the 
record number of female senators elected 
to Congress that year, which was, in turn, a 
reaction to the all-male Congressional ver¬ 
bal raping of Anita Hill during the Clarence 
Thomas confirmation hearings the year 
before. So, suffice it to say, by 1995, women 
in America were feeling pretty good about 
themselves and their new positions as con¬ 
gresswomen and CEOs, and a play focusing 
on five European women who’d been kid¬ 
napped and forced into sexual slavery by 
the Japanese during World War II wasn’t 
what any of us wanted to hear. We’d come 
a long way, after all, baby. 

When STAGEStheatre founding mem¬ 
ber and director/pla 5 wright DeMaio’s 
gut-wrenchingly raw, fictitious testament 
to real women who had endured muti¬ 
lation, sterilization and a multitude of 
unimaginable violations at the hands of 
Japanese soldiers resurfaced in 2001, the 
positive OC and LA reviews were plenti¬ 
ful. All but one focused exclusively on the 
dual tragedies of how war makes men do 
things they’d otherwise never consider 
and how this particular legacy of shame is 
still denied by the Japanese government. 
The one review that was able to put the 
play into a somewhat-modern context 
was written after 9/11 and ended in a tonal 
summation of “war is hell, and we might 
just be heading into another one.” 

Timing, they say, is everything, and 
while watching the five female charac¬ 
ters of Unrelenting Relaxation relate the 
sickening secrets of their sexual captivity 
to an offstage male interviewer, I didn’t 


abstractly ruminate on the war-is-hell 
concept. I was also unfazed that such 
atrocities had occurred and that they were 
still denied. I certainly didn’t excuse the 
violence as “inevitable” due to the pres¬ 
sures of combat. Instead, I realized this 
play is what we in the media business call 
an evergreen: a story that can run any time 
because it will always be relevant. Sav¬ 
agery toward women is not just a wartime 
pastime; it is alive and well, in fact, and 
currently on our nation’s front-burner. 

Dehumanizing women has always given a 
certain type of guy the violent jollies, and it 
doesn’t need to be government-sanctioned 
to gain momentum. That can help, of course, 
and I’d like to invite you for an afternoon of 
transvaginal ultrasounds after we brunch 
with my slutty Ph.D.-degreed girlfriends 


and some radical, feminist nuns. No, the 
urge to purge on the female form doesn’t 
take much stoking, and the question this 
play raises—these days, especially—is not 
how some evil foreign regime could do such 
a thing (they’re still doing it, of course), 
but why, even in this modern age, women 
remain punching bags for rage and what, 
exactly, is the freakish biological element 
that makes men, to varying degrees, feel so 
elated when wielding those fists and words. 

I’m no psychologist, so I can’t answer 
that question. But our current climate of 
hostility toward all things female made it 
incredibly easy to link DeMaio’s historical 
narratives to the modern issues surround¬ 
ing American women and their sisters 
in peril across the globe. And while the 
interviews are set 25 years ago regard¬ 


ing a war that ended 40 years earlier, the 
minimalist set and costumes of indiscern¬ 
ible period create a loosening of time’s 
grip, forcing us to listen and absorb each 
narrative—and these detailed stories 
should not be lost in the shuffling deck of 
misogynistic themes. 

The stories DeMaio constructed from 
piecemeal information she gathered dur¬ 
ing the primitive days of the Internet are 
undeniably compelling and paramount 
to the understanding of the effects of 
such violence. And the actresses putting a 
human face to the horror are so convinc¬ 
ing that the production often feels like a 
docudrama. Aryln McDonald, as the Polish 
piano prodigy Dorothy Rothschild, deliv¬ 
ers a nuanced performance of suppressed 
fury that simply stuns. Nancy Tyler’s 
English military wife, Elizabeth Serra’s 
Danish medical student, Jill Cary Martin’s 
Einnish housewife and Jennifer Pearce’s 
parisianne ballerina are equally deserv¬ 
ing of praise, with the entire cast pulling 
off pitch-perfect accents. Director Mike 
Martin moves the women around just 
enough to offer some optical exercise, with 
the only real distraction of the production 
being the presence of the male interviewer, 
who is referred to in the play’s text as 
simply “a male voice” and might have been 
more effective had he remained such. 

The rest of the men—the ones in the 
audience—should stay. They should even 
bring their wives, girlfriends, daughters, 
mothers and sisters with them. After all, 
the only way to keep history from repeating 
itself is to know history—and to let those 
around you know which side of it you’re on.

Stop Being

At last, for all of us with the First World 
problem of too many clothes with nothing 
to wear, there's help. Nicole Longstreath of 
the Wardrobe Code is a Costa Mesa-based 
wardrobe coach (yes, there's such a thing) 


who's all about editing your closet so it's no 
longer a place of hair-pulling frustration, 
but rather a shrine for flattering outfits you 
love. She shares some closet-taming steps 
to tackle now. 

BRING EVERYTHING INTO PLAIN VIEW 

This might mean trading your old dresser for 
an open shelving unit. People often only wear 
a small portion of their wardrobe because 
many of their clothes are tucked deep into 
drawers. "It's tough to craft a look without 
knowing what you're working with," Long¬ 
streath says. "Anything you would wear out 
in the world should be in one space." 

CATEGORIZE 

Now that you can see your clothes, group 
them by garment type—dress pants, jeans, 
skirts, blouses, T-shirts, tank tops, sweaters, 
jackets, formal dresses, day dresses, and so 
on. With each group, Longstreath suggests 
arranging items from most to least formal.

TAKE INVENTORY 

How many skirts do you have? How many 
pairs of jeans do you have? Make note. "It 
sounds nerdy, but I get out a clipboard and 
take an inventory—red pants, seersucker 


pants, white pants. You want to see what 
you're missing and what patterns emerge." 

EDIT 

This part is the toughest, as well as the most 
liberating. Pull out anything and everything 
you know you're not wearing. Then go 
through the pile. If something no longer fits, 
looks worn out and can't be altered, or is way 
out of style, toss or donate it. Longstreath 
says to "be ruthless" in this process, but if 
there are clothes you just can't let go of, put 
them in a box or bag and get them out of the 
daily rotation. "See if you can live without 
it," she says. "If you can, it means you didn't 
need it in the first place."

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M any people’s first introduction 
to Pennywise was the song 
“Same Old Story” Featured on 
1995’s About Time, it included the line 
“I don’t read from the same old story” 

At that time, the lyric rang true for the 
Hermosa Beach punk band because the 
group—singer Jim Lindberg, guitarist 
Fletcher Dragge, bassist Jason Thirsk 
and drummer Byron McMackin—were 
still relatively new, having released only 
three full-length albums and a handful of 
EPs. Thirsk’s 1996 suicide nearly broke 
up the band, but the remaining mem¬ 
bers added Randy Bradbury to the mix 
and continued spreading their brand of 
melodic hardcore to punk fans around 
the globe. 

Ironically, after Thirsk’s death. Penny¬ 
wise’s story became the opposite of the 
monotony they railed against, thanks to 
a solidified lineup, six more full-lengths 
and countless tours. But that same old 
story came to an end in 2009, when 
Lindberg left, forcing the others to pon¬ 
der whether to carry on. The decision 
to find a new singer and continue under 
the Pennywise name was not difficult to 
make; Dragge, Bradbury and McMackin 
knew it was coming. 

“It was a non-decision,” Dragge says, 
“because Jim’s leaving was something 
we saw coming for a while. We’d already 
talked about getting a new singer and 
actually discussed it with Jim. Pennywise 
aren’t about the members—we’re about 
the sum of the parts—and more so about 
the message, the music and the fans, so 
there was no doubt we were going to 


carry on and it was going to be called 
‘Pennywise.’ I’ve spent 24 years of my life 
building this thing—why would I want to 
change the name and start over?” 

With Lindberg gone, they enlisted 
the help of Orange County native Zoli 
Teglas—vocalist for hardcore outfit 
Ignite—to front the band for a few shows 
while searching for a permanent replace¬ 
ment. The group considered a handful 
of singers (including Death By Stereo’s 
Efrem Schulz, Jason DeVore from Author¬ 
ity Zero and the Mad Caddies’ Chuck 
Robertson) and auditioned vocalists from 
around the globe by sending instrumental 
tracks to hear what each could contribute, 
but, Dragge says, it didn’t take long before 
they realized Teglas wasn’t just a fill-in— 
he was the gay. 

Pennywise introduced Teglas with a 
slew of nerve-racking performances; 
Dragge says, as it was the first time in 
years fans went to gigs “to judge us.” But 
after three songs, crowds got over who 
wasn’t there. This enthusiasm made 
Teglas settle into the group’s previous 
material, which in turn helped to create 
All or Nothing, a 12-track full-length due 
out Tuesday, May 1 on Epitaph Records. 

Lindberg’s instantly recognizable 
voice was a trademark of the group, but 
All or Nothing is evidence that Teglas 
was a smart move for Penn 5 wise; the 
album is a blistering romp that the 
46-year-old Dragge calls his band’s finest 
effort in years. 

“We got stagnant with Jim,” Dragge 
says. “We got to a point where nobody 
wanted to piss anybody off, so no one 


spoke up. When that happens, you get 
a product that’s not so good. I like this 
album so much better than anything 
since Straight Ahead, and it’s because 
everybody was speaking their minds 
and there were no feelings spared. I 
think fans are going to find that we’re 
almost stronger than we’ve been in a 
long, long time.” 

Teglas had to lower his register to 
find a comfortable range that fit with 
Pennywise, but once he did, the result 
was akin to “a young Jim,” Dragge says. 
The band rehearsed in a Hermosa Beach 
garage to find a musical niche that would 
allow the singer to operate without the 
pressure of being “the new guy,” which 
didn’t always come easily. The band 
members often disagreed over the lyrics, 
which Dragge credits as the impetus for 
the strength of the album. 

“Randy and I would write something, 
and [Teglas would] say, ‘I don’t want 
to sing that,”’ Dragge says. “His exact 
words were ‘I have to feel what I’m 
singing in the studio and onstage, and if 
I’m not into it, I’m not going to do it.’ It 
was a pain in the ass, but also really cool 
because he got his mark on it. He earned 
his spot, and now that the album’s done, 
we feel like we’re back to [our] roots.”

DEAR EXENE: My apologies in advance if 
this letter sounds like a bad country song. 

I have been married for 20 years. For most 
of that time, my husband and I didn't 
drink much, hardly ever kept alcohol in 
the house unless there was going to be a 
party. Five years ago, he was promoted to 
a regional corporate job that required a lot 
of traveling. Apparently, a big part of cor¬ 
porate culture is guys going out to bars 
after meetings or conferences, and my 
husband started going out drinking with 
his bosses all the time.This developed 
into a serious problem, and he turned 
into a full-blown alcoholic by anyone's 
definition. He ended up losing his job 
and being forced into rehab by his profes¬ 
sional licensing board. He has since been 
in rehab six times. We have gone through 
endless cycles of him trying to quit drink¬ 
ing, hating himself, falling into a horrible 
depression/insomnia, managing to stop 
for a couple of weeks to maybe a month, 
and then going back to drinking a liter of 
vodka every evening after dinner. I have 
tried going to Al-Anon, but to be honest, I 
don't feel I've gotten a lot of practical help 
from it. Our kids are getting to the age at 
which they are going to start noticing that 
Dad "gets tired" and disappears at 7 p.m. 
My in-laws have blown off my concerns 
about him and show no support.

DEAR CONSUELA: Actually, it /ssad like a 
country song—and very much an extreme 
case. But no matter the depth and breadth of 
one's addictions, it is still the same pain for 
the addict and the surrounding friends/family/ 
co-workers. Your husband lost his job, and 
it sounds like more than that—a very good, 
corporate career. Six times in rehab, and he 
has also tried to stop on his own, all with what 
sounds like an incredible amount of support 
and patience from you, yet he still relapses 
into a liter of vodka a day. You don't mention an 
addiction-specialist psychologist or any medi¬ 
cation; those are two things that could very 
possibly help. Your husband is suffering very 
much emotionally, and it must be so deep and 
devastating that he keeps returning to alcohol. 
If he refuses help, you have to start thinking of 
you and your children. Al-Anon is very good; 
I've been there myself. Try different meetings 
until you find the right one. 

You need a lot of support. You might need 
a little counseling—someone to talk to and 
just let it out to, someone who won't judge, 
someone who just listens and makes sugges¬ 
tions. Keep being supportive and loving toward 
your husband; he is sick and very treatment- 
resistant. The rest is up to him.

Everything Old Is New Again 


Pennywise’s latest set sans Jim Lindberg is bright, shiny and new

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Totally Punke(d-Out 

Audacity started out as OC’s prepubescent punks, 

but now they’re all grown up

range County alreaidy had the Ado¬ 
lescents, but when they got Audac¬ 
ity, they got the prepubescents— 
larval punks who started in second grade 
at Laguna Road Elementary School, where 
future guitarists and singers Kyle Gibson 
and Matt Schmalfeld met. Through the 
twin influences of older sisters and primi¬ 
tive file-sharing, they started connecting 
the Beatles to the Buzzcocks and Bikini 
Kill. And so, as the saying goes, it begun. 

Before they had completed high school, 
they’d added bassist Cameron Crowe and 
drummer Thomas Alvarez and realized 
their destiny with a Milo Goes to College- 
Adolescents, teen-genius-punk LP on 
Burger called Power Drowning It proved 
not only the kids, but also the actual world 
was all right. And once that was rolling, 
they became the much-loved little broth¬ 
ers of the Burger Records boys ... and 
once that got them all over the USA, they’d 
become such a preternaturally ripping unit 
that other already-ripping dudes—F.Y.P 
and Toys That Kill’s Todd Congelliere, 
King Tuff’s King Tuff—enlisted them as 
a self-contained backing band. Sometime 
during all that, they recorded a soon-to- 
be-released second album with so much 
energy it’s shaking like a time bomb on 
the last 10 seconds. And of course at some 
point in there, they became legal to be in 
the bars they always played. 

Maybe it’s harder to remember in a 
post-Portlandia world, where people 
wanna retire instead of rewire, but some 
of the greatest punk records of all time— 
Adolescents, Descendents, Red Cross— 
were made by just these kind of actual 
ineligible-to-vote-or-smoke kids. These 
kids held on to the kind of preternatural 
talent and teenage vision usually dissolved 
by responsible society soon after gradu¬ 
ation, and they proved that four random 
people from some random high school can 
deliver what one of punk’s most righteous 
critics so lovingly called “zee real sheet.” 
Honors English classes and unsupervised 


house parties are the true parents of many 
destroying bands from the California cor¬ 
ridor cities, and Audacity even wrote one 
of their most distinctive songs—the loopy 
“Mr. Alvarez” on their 2009 debut. Power 
Drowning, about their Honors English 
teacher, who may learn that for the first 
time by reading this very sentence. And 
now that it’d normally be about time for 
sophomore year of college, it’s time for a 
sophomore album. 

“It has been a long time,” says Gibson. 
“We’ve gone on a lot of tours, backed a 
couple of old dudes—we had a whole set 
of songs that we pretty much ditched. I 
think the time in between [albums], we 
were growing up as people and as a band, 
and listening to the album, you can tell 
we’re older and wiser. Hopefully!” 

And you know what? You can tell—this 
is the record on which Audacity try a 
lot of everything, on which all the songs 
kids flip out and fight for (“Subway Girl,” 
“Punk Confusion,” “Funspot”) have been 
hiding. If there’s a band who made perfect 
sound easy—or made trashed and burned 
sound perfect—Audacity learned a lesson 
from them. And so you’ll hear extraterres¬ 
trial shredders such as J Mascis in there 
as much as last-call bottlesmashers such 
as Bob Stinson, or even radio-savers such 
as Thin Lizzy, smashed to fit into songs 
with choruses that turn into choruses that 
turn into infinitely de-spiraling glammed- 
out guitar solos that turn into reverbed 
adorableness, and then bounce into a 
three-point landing, and that’s a fakeout! 
There’s even more still to come—in the 
song, on the record, for the band. 

As the other saying goes, they have only 
just begun.

or a couple of years in the mid-'90s, 
Tenfold mashed up and down the coast, 
putting in serious work on the California 
tour circuit. Based in Tustin, they were 
part of an alt-rock scene that broke Lit and 
Sugar Ray. Tensions forced the band to call 
it quits in 1996, but last year, after a 15-year 
hiatus, vocalist/guitarist John Bain and the 
guys decided to put the band back together. 

Having lost his father last year to cancer, 
Bain thought it appropriate to throw a fund¬ 
raiser for the Center for Cancer Prevention and 
Treatment at St. Joseph's Hospital in Orange. 

To headline the show, he recruited an acquain¬ 
tance of his, Dramarama singer/songwriter 
John Easdale, the man responsible for Bain's 
entrance into the wild world of alternative rock. 

OC Weekly.' How did you get John 
Easdale to headline the show? 

John Bain: The real backstory is that 
we met backstage at the Miss Double 
"D"ecember KROQ event at the Slide Bar 
in 2009,1 think. I had just went up and intro¬ 
duced myself and told him I was a fan. From 
there, we traded emails over the past few 
years. Long story short, I mentioned what I 
was doing with our headlining performance 
at the House of Blues and asked if he would 
like to be a part of it. He said yes. 

You said watching Dramarama in 1987 
made you want to start a band. What made 
that show so great? 

I think the fact it is was my first rock 
concert—or any concert, for that matter. 

The vivid memory I have of the show is John 
walking out on an unlit stage... and all you 
could see were the red power lights from his 
guitar, and he started to play "Emerald City." 

It was then and there that I thought to myself, 
"Rock stars are cool; I wanna be one." 


Besides the obvious stuff—such as 
being older and having more responsibili¬ 
ties—how is it different now, 15 years later, 
playing together? 

Don't underestimate the being-older stuff! 
These days when we play, it's like a workout. 
Dne of the biggest differences playing today, 
as opposed to then, is that we don't care and 
we want to have fun. That, coupled with the 
egos being left behind 15 years ago, means 
we are enjoying making music and are not 
tied into the industry. We are able to self¬ 
fund our projects and put out what we want 
to. Also, as with our upcoming show, we are 
able to do some good with it as well. 

There's an indie band out of Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, who call themselves Tenfold. 
Remember when bands used to sue one 
another over band names and stuff? 

There is? What's their contact? I wanna 
sue them! [Laughs] The world is small, and 
there are only so many names and notes. 

A name can be changed; it's not as though 
we are icons. However, I do have some 
copyright material—authorized—under the 
Tenfold name from 1993, so I am covered. 

Do you get out to many OC local shows? 

Unfortunately, I do not. I would like to start 
making a better effort to do so. I think society 
has gotten away from the "local rock scene." 
It has been overruled by the club/hip-hop/ 
cover-band entertainment realm. When 
we were originally playing in the '90s, there 
wasn't a weekend that would go by without 
four or five pages of the OC l/l/ee/r//filled 
with local music shows. 

Have any local acts been impressing you 
here locally? 

Dne act I went to recently at the Slide Bar 
was Girl Dn Fire; I am starting to really like 
them. They are originally from the Northwest 
but are now working the local circuit. 

Is there a scene element that was pres¬ 
ent back in the '90s that is missing today? 

Maybe the things I think are missing have 
really just been transformed to meld with the 
new generation of social media and reality 
series. When we first started out, it was fun 
to make your fliers and make actual phone 
calls to stations to get your music played. 
Now, you just see how many posts you can 
do on five different social-media platforms.

Is it possible for a hookup to turn into 
a relationship? 

Hoping One Person Enters 

A hookup is a relationship. It may be a 
short-term relationship, but it’s a relation¬ 
ship regardless. 

And yes, a short-term hookup can turn into 
a long-term relationship, but not if you’re treat¬ 
ing your hookups like shit (because they’re 
only hookups!) and not if you’re willing to let 
the people you hook up with treat you like 
shit (because you’re only a hookup). Treat 
your hookups as people you might actually see 
again—as human beings with human feelings, 
not just human holes and/or poles—und you 
might actually see them again. 

You might even wind up in a long¬ 
term relationship. 

Now, sometimes people hook up with strang¬ 
ers precisely because they wanna have sex with 
someone they don’t know and don’t expect 
to see again. And that’s not always a bad idea: 
Having sex with someone whom you don’t 
expect to see again can be very liberating. A 
girl who can’t let herself go with a guy she’s 
dating—maybe she fears being slut- or nympho- 
shamed by a boyfriend—will grind the dick off 
a hookup. And it can be easier to ask someone 
you don’t expect to see again to do something 
kinky. Say a straight boy has always wanted a 
girl to put him in her panties and peg his ass. He 
could ask sl girlfriend to do that for him, sure, 
but the stakes are higher. What if she freaks out 
and dumps him, then blabs to her friends—and 
his—about why she dumped him? 

People who divide the fuckable world into 
those they care about (and can’t open up to 
sexually) and those they don’t care about (and 
can open up to sexually but won’t date) wind 
up having awesome sex with people they don’t 
know and lousy sex with people they marry. 
That’s not a good strategy for anyone interested 
in a successful—and sexually fulfilling—long¬ 
term relationship. 

So here’s what you should do: Be uninhib¬ 
ited with your hookups while treating them as 
people you might actually see again and insist 
on being treated that way in return. Don’t 
hook up with people who treat you like shit; 
don’t treat the people you hook up with like 
shit. Even if you know you’re not going to see 
someone again—maybe they’re not someone 
you would date or circumstances are such that 
you couldn’t date them even if you wanted 
to (business trip, European vacation, spring 
break, etc.)—treat your hookups with kindness, 
respect and gratitude. 

Finally, some people treat hookups like shit- 
only after they’ve come, natch—because they 
want their hookups to understand that they’re 
not interested in a relationship. That’s not just 
assholery assholes; it’s completely unnecessary 
assholery. If someone were kind enough to suck 
your dick or fuck your brains out—if someone 
hooked up with your ass—a little kindness and 
consideration aren’t too much to ask. If you’re 
worried that your hookup might misinterpret 
“kindness and consideration” for “I want to be 
with you forever,” say—gently and directly—that 
you’re not interested in a relationship.
